DECEASED WAS NOT A

Mother and Three Brothers Are 
Left to Mourn For Man 


Who Met His Fate 
in Local Bay. 


Charlies E. Brown, plasterer, 23 
years of age, was drowned shortly 
after the noon hour yesterday, in the 
swiftly moving currents of the bay 
between Bull Dog Point and Sheep 
Island. His companion, C. L. Lang- 
ford, was rescued after he had drifted 
for some time on the ebbing tide. 

Yesterday Brown e@sked Langford 
to accompany him to Sheep Island, 
where hé (Brown) had a gasoline 
launch, which he desired to paint.

In doing so he capsized 
the boat. g 
Being a strong swimmer, Brown 
called to Langford to cling to the 
bottom of the craft, while he swam 
to shore for another boat. Brown 
proceeded, so Langford says, about 
200 feet, when with a sharp cry he 
threw both arms in the air and sank. 
Langford saw no more of him. 
Terrified, Langford clung to his 


_buoy and floated out to the center 


of the bay. He was sighted by two 
Italian fispermen, who came to his 
rescue. Immediately after he had 
been landed on the shore a_ tele- 
phone message was sent Dr. C. L. Ab- 
bott, who rushed to the scene. 

Langford was found in a very 
critical condition. The physician 
worked over him for fully an hour 
before he fully regained conscious- 
ness. Then he told of Brown's death. 
An efiort to find the body proved 
unavailing. It is believed it was 
swept out to sea. 

Brown was an apprentice and was 
employed by C. H. Brown, director 
of the Daily News, and a contracting 
plasterer. As both lived on the east 
side and followed the same occupa- 
tion, and had identical names, the 
report spread about the city that the 
latter had been drowned. 

Friends went to the telephone and 
called up Charles H. Brown and 
found him at werk in Martinez. He 
was very much surprised when told 


he was believed dead. 


Last night Brown, tHe contractor, 
paid-a great tribute to the young 
man who bears the same name, and 
who met his fate in the bay. He de- 
clared he was very industrious and 
would soon have been able to take 
out a card.. He was a-good friends 
and an ideal young man, with hard

Commission Rules Hospital 
Fee Can Be Collected For 


Ordinary 


An interesting ruling by the Indus- 
trial Accident Commission of the 
state has just been received here in 
response to a query sent to it some 
time ago by @ number of working- 
men, who object to the $1 hospital 
tax which is being charged against 
them each month. 

The commission rules that the cor- 
poration or employer has no right 


to tax any employe for hospital ex-. 


penses in case he meets with dn 
accident, but any private arrange- 
ment between the employer and the 
employe relative to mere sickness is 
lawful. 

_The letter sent by the local me- 
chanics reads. 

“There has been posted in the of- 
fice of a large employer of labor here 
a notice to the effect that all em- 
ployes would have to contribute the 
sum of $1 per month to a mospitat 
fund. 

“This seems to us te be wrong. As 
we read the law, the émployer is the 
one who pays the hospital and med- 
ical bills. We cannot see how this 
employer can be considered as paying 
the hospital bills, when the money 
for such purpose has been colletted 
from the employes.” 

In reply the.commission sends the 
following ruling in regard to deduc- 
tions from wages to pay for insur- 
ance or hospital expenses: . 

ft is the understanding of the In- 
dustrial Accidest Commission that 
the reduction of wages of employes 
‘to mete the cost of insurance against 
the compensation risk, or for the

compensation act, if not to the letter 
of the law. Specific méntion is made 
in section 34 of that law that any 


Sickness - 


provision or arrangement between 
employers and employes for the pay- 
ment of sick, accident or death ben- 
efits must be “in addition to the com- 
pensation provided for by this act.’ 

Sections 12, 13 and 15 teem with 
reference to the fact that the em 
ployer himself is solely liable for 
compensation payments. The law 
places the‘ obligation on him, as in- 
surer of his employes, to make the 
payments. 

If there be any arrangement be- 
tween employers and employes for 
bénefits, ‘‘in addition to the compen- 
sation provided for by this act,’’ then 
Section 34 clearly states that, insofar 
as the compensation benefits are con- 
cerned, they are not subject to any 
provision or arrangement between 
employers and enfployes, and there- 
fore are excluded. 

The theory of compensation is to 
transfer the burden frem the injured 
to the industry. This cannot be done 
if the employes are required, or vol- 
untarily continue to pay directly. 
Brief experience in the administra- 
tion of the new law has convinced the 
Industrial Accident Commission that 
some employers are contemplating 
assessing their employes in excess of 
the total amount of insurance. Not 
only is this wrong, but it is immoral 
to make a profit out of such @ situa- 
tion. The best method fs Zor the em- 
ployer to carry along the premi 
into the cost of the business, and th 
wills be done in many occupations, 
ahd, as time on, it will be con- 
sidered one of the chargés of produc- 
tion that ‘should rightly ‘De. added to 
the cost “distribution and thus. ulti- |. 
mately borne by the consumers. In-

THE THIRD DEGREE 


\ One of the abuses of the police system all over the country is that 

known as the ‘‘Third Degree.’’ It consists in trying to frighten the 
prisoner into a confession which the officers, or more frequently the 
detectives, are incompetent to secure by legitimate means, because 
it should never be forgotten that the ‘‘third degree’’ is always illegal 
and unconstitutional, but what is the constitution when it is a ques- 
tion of some detectives trying to make a reputation for being a seeond 
Burns. In fact, Burns is the past grand expert in this third degree: 
matter, and it would be impossible to say how often he has used every 
imaginable cruelty and unlawful proceeding to secure confessions 
that he could herald to the world as the result not of his brutality, 
but astuteness. 

- Naturally the lesser luminaries in the police world follow the 
Big Chief and thus we have every petty detective in the country busy 
giving third degrees to every person unfortunate enough to fall into 
their clutches. To the credit of the regular police be it said, that they 
are not as a rule as great offenders against the law and the constitu- 
tion as the private detectives, a branch of the police service of the 
country that can not be too soon abolished. The private detective is 
usually an incompetent who is employed to accomplish some certain 
end, regaidless of the facts in the ease, the truth of the accusations, 
or the result of his falsehood. There are no greater criminals in the 
country today than are to be found in the ranks of private detectives, 
and the only excuse there is for their existence is that it takes a thief 
to catch a thief. 

If a man wants to get rid of his wife, or a wife of her husband, 
they employ private detectives, and any story necessary to secure the 
divorce is sure to be produced. If there is a crime committed, send 
for the private detectives and somebody will be hung, or at least 
put in jeopardy. If there is no evidence, it does not matter. Evi- 
dence, even a confession, will be secured on order, and if the harassed 

: ahd persecuted and abused prisoner, whose every legal right has been 

Violated, who has been treated with the utmost inhumanity, absolutely 

will not éome through,’ the confession can easily be manufactured 
and sworn on the unfortunate when the trial takes place. , 

We have just had here in California a terrible, a horribje example 
of the unspeakable degradation and outrages which this five de- 
tective and third degree business leads to. A man w arrested 
in San Diego and charged with some trifling crime. His daughter 
was arrested and shut up for months as a witness against him, there 
being no evidence the federal government, which had caused the 
initial arrest, set the man free but the smart detectives could not allow 
their reputation for astuteness to suffer by any innocent man whom 
they had arrested escaping, so they kept the woman in confinement 
for months, tortured her, threatened to keep her confined forever if 
she would not testity as they wanted her, so as to convict her father, 
and finally persuaded her to go on the stand and send her parent to 
the penitentiary, where he is now serving a five year sentence. 
The woman being about to undergo an operation that is very 
likely to result in her death, dared not go to meet het God with such 
a fearful lie upon her lips, and such a terrible sin upon her conscience, 
has declared in the presence of many witnesses that her father never 
maltreated her, that the testimony was all a lie, that the detectives 

framed up and made her tell, and the governor has been asked to

But a rude awakening has taken place 
up at the White House on the banks of the Sacramento and the result 
is that we have a list of a number of distinguished citizens who are 
busy trying to explain why they did not attend to the duties they were 
supposed to he filling. One young employe in the engineering de- 
partment was tardy sixty-two times in a month of twenty-eight days, 
which must be nearly the limit, as the Sundays are not, of course, in- 
cluded in the twenty-eight. In other words, this earnest worker was 
tardy several times daily, though just how he achieved that distinc- 
tion it is hard to conceive. His demerits and standing is so poor that, 
it is anno.meed that he will be fired if he does not brace up. 

That certainly is discouraging for patriots who have labored hard 
to get a job and now have to work to hold it. What is the good of 
having a civil service position if you have to report on duty at a 
certain given time, and are tardy sixty-two times in twenty odd days? 
This administration is evidently demanding too much of the state’s 
employes and we shall look for a number of resignations, including 
that of the tardy gentleman above referred to shortly.

THE SENATE DOES WELL. 
The announcement by the United States Senate that it will allow 
two weeks for a hearing of the friends and opponents of the repeal 
of the free canal toll provision is one of the encouraging signs that 
the new system of electing senators by direct vote of the people is 
proving effective in inclining the august body of which they are mem- 
bers to listen to the vox populi.

It has been suggested 
that former President Taft and former Secretary of State Knox should 
be summoned to appear before the committee and testify about the 
negotiations with Great Britain, but the friends of the administration 
succeeded in defeating that idea by a vote of 35 to 27 , as they feared 
the exposure would wreck the administration.

Therefore, we 
suggest to employers that they should 
stand one-third of said expense and 
that the remaining two-thirds be paid 
by the employes who are given treat- 
ment for that sum in connection with 
their sickness.

tion to Barrett’s comparison of 
Mooney to the McNamaras. The judge 
instructed the jury to disregard the 
remarks. 

Thomas Johnson, attorney for the 
defense, declared: ‘Tom Mooney is 
but an incident in this trial, Organ- 
ized labor is on trial. Organized la- 
bor has dared oppose this great cor- 
poration, the gas company., It has 
kept the filthy hands of capital from 
the wages of the laborer—and now 
this gas company is trying to use a 
court of justice to discipline organ- 
ized labor through Tom Mooney. Its 
lawyers are closing this case. Its 
lawyers are making the argument for 
‘the people’ against Tom Mooney, 
who in this case persanifies organized 
labor.” 

In the most bitter and scorching 
terms did Johnson excorfate the ac- 
tion of the corporation attorneys in 
taking charge of the prosecution’s ar- 
guments. 7 

Henry B. Lister, who followed the 
opening of M. R. Jones, in defense 
of Mooney, confined himself to the 
evidence, which he summed up to the 
advantage of his client. 

“By God Almighty, it is time to 
call a halt, when a corporation can 


have turned over to it the machin- 
ery of the law to prosecute a man 
hunt. 

“It is anarchy in the name of the 
administration of the law when the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. asks the 
district attorney to abdicate and per- 
mit its hired lawyers and hired de- 
tectives to administer justice.” 


“The Supreme Court of this state 
has decided that the district attorney 
is a semi-judicial officer, yet this is a 
Prosecution by the private interests. 

“It is Money against Mooney. 

“It is not Mooney they want;; it 
is what he stands for. It is to immo- 


late him to discipline labor. 

“It is all right if they want to get 
Mooney; his sufferings and wrongs 
are nothing. Let them knock him 
on the head; let him be followed by 
gum-shoes and haunted and hounded 
but beyond him, beyond this court- 
room, is the wrong being done that 
permits of private interests taking 
hold of justice as it is enthroned in 
the courts and using it under sem; 
blance of the law to private ends of 
vengeance. 

“Let us have anarchy, but let it 
not reign under the color of jus- 
tice, 

“Private prosecutions breed class 
hatred.” ¥ 

Delivered in an unimpassioned yet 
engaging conversational style, Max- 
well MeNutt in his closing argument 
fot the defense held the intense in- 
terest of the jury anYcourt audience 
as he reviewed the testimony and 
scorned the claim that fulminating 
caps were to be classed in the cate- 
gory of explosives.
